1. EMBASSY IS PLEASED TO RECEIVE CONFIRMATION (REFTEL) THAT 
CONGRESSMAN DERWINSKI HAS ACCEPTED INVITATION OF COMMERCE 
SECRETARY ON BEHALF OF THE PRESIDENT, TO REPRESENT THE 
PRESIDENT AT POZNAN INTERNATIONAL TECHNICAL FAIR. POLISH 
GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN INFORMED AND MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE 
AND MARITIME ECONOMY (MFTME) HAS STATED IT WILL BE PLEASED 
TO ASSIST IN ARRANGING PROGRAM FOR THE CONGRESSMAN. 

2. INCORPORATING SUGGESTIONS OF MFTME, EMBASSY AND POZNAN 
CONSULATE SUGGEST PROGRAM ALONG FOLLOWING LINES: 

JUNE 8: 

1 150 - ARRIVAL VIA LUFTHANSA 346 
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AFTERNOON - BRIEFING CONDUCTED BY THE AMBASSADOR AND 
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EMBASSY STAFF. 

JUNE 9: 

0800 - DEPARTURE FOR POZNAN, ACCOMPANIED BY THE AMBASSADOR. 

ON SPECIAL PROTOCOL FLIGHT ARRANGED BY MFTME 
FOR AMBASSADORS AND VIP VISITORS TO POZNAN FAIR 
OPENING CEREMONIES. 

1000 - ATTEND OFFICIAL OPENING CEREMONIES OF POZNAN 
INTERNATIONAL TECHNICAL FAIR. 

1 100 - OPEN US PAVILION WITH BRIEF RIBBON-CUTTING CEREMONY. 

CONGRESSMAN AND THE AMBASSADOR THEN MAKE TOUR OF US PAVILION, 

MEETING AMERICAN COMPANY REPRESENTATIVES AT 

EACH BOOTH. PHOTOGRAPHS TAKEN AT EACH EXHIBITOR BOOTH. 

APPROXIMATELY 1230 - GREET AND ACCOMPANY POLISH 

GOVERNMENT AND PARTY LEADERS IN VISIT TO US 

PAVILION. 

APPROXIMATELY 1430 - ATTEND OFFICIAL LUNCH HOSTED BY 
POLISH MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE AND MARITIME 
ECONOMY . (TENTATIVE). 

EVENING - INFORMAL BARBECUE HOSTED BY US CONSUL 
AT POZNAN HERBERT S. MALIN. 

JUNE 10. 

CALLS ON PRESIDENT OF POLISH CHAMBER OF FOREIGN TRADE 
AND SENIOR MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE OFFICIALS AT THEIR 
FAIRGROUND OFFICES. PHOTOGRAPHIC COVERAGE WILL BE 
ARRANGED. POSSIBLE FURTHER TOUR OF FAIRGROUNDS AND 
INFORMAL MEETINGS WITH US EXHIBITORS. 

EVENING - POSSIBLE DINNER HOSTED BY POLISH SIDE. 

JUNE 1 1 : 

MORNING - IF DESIRE BY CONGRESSMAN, CONSULATE WOULD BE 
PLEASED TO ARRAGNE PROGRAM OF SIGHTSEEING IN 
AND AROUND POZNAN. AFTERNOON OF JUNE 10 COULD 
ALSO BE USED FOR THIS PURPOSE. IF TIME PERMITS, 

VISITS COULD BE ARRANGED TO ONE OR MORE OF 
FOLLOWING OUTSIDE POZNAN: "WESTERN TERRITORIES" 

CITIES OF WROCLAW OR ZIELONA GORA WITH CALL ON 
LOCAL OFFICIALS; GNIEZNO, FIRST CAPITAL OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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POLISH STATE, AND ITS HISTORIC CATHEDRAL. 

1630-1800 - CO-HOST EXHIBITORS'S MAERICA DAY RECEPTION AT 
US PAVILION. 

2000 - RECEPTION/BUFFET HOSTED BY US CONSUL. 

JUNE 12: 
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0815 - DEPARTURE FROM POZNAN ON LOT 132, ARRIVING 
WARSAW AT 0920. 

1255 - DEPARTURE FROM WARSAW ON PANAM 45. 

3. POSSIBLE PROGRAM ADDITIONS. 

(A) EMBASSY HAS LEARNED FROM JAN BABINSKI, 

DIRECTOR OF OFFICE FOR INTERNATIONAL CONTACTS AT 
POLISH SEJM (PARLIAMENT), THAT DURING APRIL IPU SESSION 

AT BUCHAREST BABINSKI EXTENDED INVITATION TO CONGRESSMAN 
DERWINSKI TO VISIT SEJM WHILE IN WARSAW NEXT MONTH. 

WE HAVE NOT YET RECEIVED SUGGESTIONS FROM BABINSKI FOR 
TIME FOR SUCH A CALL. BASED ON PROGRAM OUTLINED ABOVE, IT 
APPEARS ONLY POSSIBLE TIMES WOULD BE AFTERNOON OF 
SATURDAY, JUNE 8, OR AT ABOUT 1000 (BETWEEN FLIGHTS), 

ON MORNING OF WEDNESDAY, JUNE 12. 

(B) MINISTRY OF FOREIGN ARRAIRS HAS INDICATED TO 
EMBASSY THAT, IF CONGRESSMAN'S SCHEDULE PERMITS, IT 
WOULD LIKE TO ARRANGE APPOINTMENT WITH OTERH SENIOR 
POLISH OFFICIALS CONCERNED WITH US-POLISH RELATIONS. 

SUCH APPOINTMENT, MFA OFFICIAL SAID, WOULD BE IN ADDITION 

TO THOSE TO BE SCHEDULED BY MFTME AND, PERFORCE, WOULD HAVE TO BE 
HELD IN WARSAW RATHER THAN IN POZNAN. AS EXAMPLES, 

MINISTRY OFFICIAL SAID MEETINGS POSSIBLY MIGHT BE ARRANGED 
WITH MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS STEFAN OLSZOWSKI AND WITH 
PARTY CENTRAL COMMITTEE SECRETARY WINCENTY KRASKO, WHO 
IS CHAIRMAN OF SEJM FOREIGN AFFAIRS COMMITTEE, HEAD OF 
POLISH IPU GROUP, AND HAS BEEN ACTIVE IN "ASSOCIATION FOR 
LISISON WITH POLES ABROAD." 

IN ORDER TO SET UP SUCH MEETINGS, MFA OFFICIAL ASKED IF 
CONGRESSMAN DERWINSKI WOULD BE WILLING TO RETURN TO 
WARSAW ON MONDAY, JUNE 10, OR TO STAY OVER IN WARSAW 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ON WEDNESDAY, JUNE 12, AND THEN RETURN TO THE US 
ON JUNE 13. ONCE THIS WAS KNOWN, MFA OFFICIAL SAID, THEY 
THEN COULD SEE WHICH SENIOR GOP OFFICALS MIGHT BE 
AVAILABLE. (NOTE: POZNAN IS, UNDER BEST CONDITIONS, 

A FOUR HOUR DRIVE FROM WARSAW. SINCE 

ROADS WILL BE CROWDED WITH FAIR TRAFFIC, EMBASSY DOES 

NOT RECOMMEND TRIP BE AMDE BY CAR. ALTHOUGH ROUND-TRIP 

CAN BE MADE BY PLAND WITHING ONE DAY, WE BELIEVE RETURN 

TO WARSAW ON MONDAY WOULD OVER-LOAD WHAT SURELY WILL ALREADY 

BE BUSY SCHEDULE. THEREFORE, IF CONGRESSMAN IS 

INTERESTED IN HAVING ADDITIONAL APPOINTMENT OF SORT 

MFA WISHES TO ARRAGNE, WE RECOMMEND THAT ONE ADDITIONAL 

DAY BE ADDED TO STAY IF AT ALL POSSIBLE).

EXPERIENCE, NO OTHER PREPARED STATEMENT BY PRESIDENT'S 
SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE ARE EXPECTED. BRIEF RIBBON- 
CUTTING CEREMONY AT OPENING OF US PAVILION ON 

JUNE 9 DOES NOT REQUIRE AND IS NOT SUITED TO SPEECHES. 
POLISH VERSION OF CONGRESSMAN'S REMARKS AT AMERICA DAY 
RECEPTION WILL BE PREPARED FOR PRESS DISTRIBUTION.
